tising medium. 
It recommends judicious newspaper adver- 


tising, regardless of cost, and says appropriations should be 
made as regularly for this purpose as for any other. A repre- 
sentative of the Armour company recently gave an address in 
an eastern city, in which he emphasized the necessity of ad- 
vertising and the value of newspaper advertising above all 
others. 


It is the age of advertising, which must be done to achieve 


success in business. And the best business men and the most 
careful students of the subject are convinced that the news- 
paper is the best medium in the world through which to place 
business announcements before Hie public.
